T IS common knowledge that 
the immediate effects of scar- 
let fever may not be severe, but 
even the mildest case may cause 
severe infection of the kidneys. 
This can become very serious at 
the time or may leave the kidney 
permanently damaged and re- 


‘ sult in serious disease in later 


life. A great many cases of fever 
leave a resulting damage to the 
throat and ears. Many of those 
who contract scarlet fever al- 
ready have diseased tonsils and 
infections of the nose, which do 
not clear up for many years. In- 
fection of the eyes with result- 
ing weakness and impaired vis- 
ion or even loss of sight too often 
occurs. ae 
Sevens middle ear disease 
with resulting mastoid in- 
fection is very common after 
scariet fever and the running 
ears with partial or complete

may have the disease so 
mildly that no one knows ft until 
the scaling commences or the 
running ear discloses it or the 
swelling of the face and feet 
tells of the injured kidney. We 
are fortunate in having a test, 
called the Dick test, which does 


-not make the child sick or do 


any harm whatever, but does 
show whether the child is sus- 
ceptible and if so, to a certain 
extent, how susceptibie.

R. H. G. BULL of Ithaca, 

N. Y., in the American Med- 
ical Association Journal, recites 
a series of 122 children between 
the ages of 3 and 15 years on 
whom he made the Dick test 8 
years ago. Of 122 tests, 101 gave 
@ positive test, or showed they 
were susceptible. These were 
children of good families, with 
good surroundings and in good 
health. Of these 101 children, 83 
were given what we now recog- 
nize as small doses of dilute 
toxin against scarlet fever. Dr. 
Bull has continued to test these 
cases at intervals since. 

* 2 = 


FTER six months about one- 
third of those given toxin 
showed a mild reaction to the 
Dick test again and more toxins 
were given. These were all chil- 
dren of Dr. Bull’s own practice 
and he has been able to keep 
track of almost all of them. After 
eight years he still has records 
of 50 of the original patients 
treated and he finds them mostly 
negative but a few only slightly 
positive. His most significant 
finding is that none of these ori- 
ginally given the toxin have con- 
tracted scarlet fever though the 
disease has been around them all 
the time. 
e e e 
HE treatment of scarlet fever 
with the toxin after the dis- 
ease is contracted is not so sat- 
isfactory, though it has been im- 
proved very much in the last two 
or three years. As in all things 
prevention is far superior to 
cure. 


Even Birds Prefer Their

A skin toning, lotion comes 
next, a fairly strong one if your 
skin is oily or blemished with 
large pores and, blackheads. Ex- 
periment until ,you find your 
kind or if you cannot afford to 
experiment use witch hazel or a 
simple astringent made by dis- 
solving Epsom salts in warm 
water. The min Durpose of the 
skin tonic is to ‘tone’ the skin, 
to clear it of any oil that re- 
mains and *v prepare it for your 
make-up or for night. After you 
use a Strong astringent on your 
skin, apply, a thin film of nour- 
ishing créam to replace some of 
the oil removed with the prep- 
aration. 

In applying tonics or aStrin- 
rents use a patter or a pad of 
clean eptton and pat gently but 
rapidly from the base of your 
neck up to your chin, then from 
the cheeks along the jaw bone 
to the temple and from the cnin 
over -your cheeks.

Tasty Dishes for Today 


FEATURE TOAST 
AT BREAKFAST 


By JUDITH WILSON 


AJHEN someone asks you what 
you serve for breakfast, is 
your answer “coffee and toast?” 
There need be no lack of imag- 
ination indicated in that answer. 
There are all kinds of possibili- 
ties in sel'ving toast for break- 
fast. You can have something 
different every morning if you 
wish. Dry toast, buttered toast, 
soft toast, crisp toast, toast with 
an egg or meat accompaniment. 
toast made from breads of every 
description—whole wheat, white, 
rye, raisin, muffins — oh, just 
anythirg. 

The test of your skill as a 
toast maker is your knowledge 
of the different technique needed 
for each kind of bread. White 
bread should be at least a day 
old to make good toast and you 
can slice it thick or thin as you 
prefer. Graham or wholewheat 
may be several days old. It is 
best when sliced rather thin as 
it, takes longer to brown than 
white bread so more care must 
be takery to have the heat just 
right. 

If you are toasting raisin, nut 
or date bread be very careful to 
moderate the heat and allow a 
longer toasting period as the 
fruit or nuts burn easily. Boston 
steamed bread may also be toast- 
ed. Have it sliced one-half inch 
thick and toast very slowly. 
Butter it generously and serve 
very hot—with honey. 

Toasted Muffins 

Toasted muffins are a favorite 
for either breakfast or luncheon 
For lunci buttered toast muffins 
with a dish of luscious straw- 
berry jam will take the place ot 
dessert at any time. But for 
breakfast—choose either the big. 
flat English muffins or any 
homemade ones. 

English Muffins 

The English muffins may be 
handled similarly to white bread 
in toasting. Pull them apart first 
with a fork. Toast the split side 
to a golden brown and then turn 
and toast quickly on the crust 
side. Don’t skimp on butter, and 
if you want a perfect combina- 
tion serve with golden, chewy. 
bitter-sweet marmalade, or with 
rather tart currant jelly. Grilled 
kidneys, English style, make a 
nice accompaniment. 

Other kinds of muffins usually 
require toasting at a quick heat 
Butter them and serve at once. 
Corn bread may be treated the 
same way. 

Expert Advice 

The success of your toast will 
be assured if you observe a few 
de’s and don’ts. If you use an 
oven broiler for toasting your 
bread allow it to heat for a few 
minutes before putting in the 
bread to be toasted. You will get 
a crispier crust while the inside 
remains soft and tender. If you 
make toast by an electric toaster, 
follow the directions that came 
with your appliance. Don’t pile 
your toast on your plate. It will

General O’Duffy Again 
Dissents .. . The Taplin 
Boys of Cleveland 


ENERAL OWEN O'DUFFY, 
the middle-aged veteran 
military leader who has been 
defying the Government of 
Northern Ireland as cofimander 
of the Free State’s new “Blue 
Shirts” won the name of “Give- 
‘em.-the-lead” O’Duffy in the 
Civil War of 1921. His blue shirt 
organization Nas been organized 
along Fascist lines atid is causing 
no end of concern. 

He recently arnotinced his in- 
tention to hold uniformed pa- 
rades in defiance of the southern 
government's orders. This led 
Eamon de Valera to revive ex- 
president Cosgrave’s drastic Pub- 
lic Safety Act of 1931, which 
fives a military tribunal power 
to inflict the Geath sentence for 
a large number of offenses. 

O’Duffy is a stern and dynamic 
leader with a reputation for 
fearless, ruthless action. For 
tears he has been one of the 
most popular and mo:ct hated 
men in all Ireland. 

When Ireland rose in revoit 
against the British Crown Easier 
Week, 1916, O’Duffy immediately 
won fame for his kbravéry. He 
quickly ascended to a prominent 
place in the Irish Republican 
A:my’s leadership and through- 
out the rebellion gave serious 
trouble to the British troops. 

When the truce came and the 
group headed by Michael Collins 
und Arthur Griffith signed a 
peace treaty with Great Britain, 
O'Duffy threw in his lot with 
them against Eamon de Valera 
and the left-wing Sinn-Fein 
elements. which refused to ac- 
cept the treaty. Since that day 
he has been one of de Valera's 
most bitter, enemies. 

Outside Ireland, O’Duffy is 
better known for his connections 
with athletics and the Irish 
Sweepstakes than for his police 
and military activities. He es- 
corted the Irish Free State team 
to the 1932 Olympiad at Los 
Angeles and it was he who used 
to start the drum of fortune 
rolling in the world’s greatest 
lottery. 

LMOST as famous as the Van 

* Sweringen Brothers in the 
middle v>t are the Taplin 
Brothers d Frank E. Taplin 
in particular. Forty-five years 
&gc young Frank Taplin started 
his career as an Office boy for 
the Standard. Oil Company. To- 
day he’s the dominating figure 
in the Pittsburgh Terminal Coal 
Corporation. the Pittsburgh and 
West Virginia Railroad and the 
largest single stock owner in the 
Wheeling and Lake Erie Rail- 
road. As chairman of the board 
of the former railroad he began 
what George Gould had at- 
tempted before him. namely, the 
lake-to-sea link, connecting the 
city of Baltimore wilh Lake Erie 
Forts. 

Frank Taplin who was among 
those recently summcned to ap- 
pear in Washington before the 
Senate Committee which is in- 
vestigating banking and business 
practices. made his money in 
cecal, during the war particularly. 
Tmmediately following the war 
ke rebuilt all of his mines be- 


coming the largest individual 
shipper of coal.on the Great 
Lakes. His greatest ambition 


Seems to be to make Cleveland 
the lake terminal] of his lake-to- 
sea link. while his business rivals, 
the: Van Sweringen Brothers 
would prefer that this honor go 
to the city of Toledo. 


A real fighter. life to Frank | 


Taplin has been. just one mine 
and railroad after another. His 
weakness is music and to fill this 
need in his make up he fathered 
the Cleveland Institute of Music.
